F WasuHinaton, September 29.—[Special.]— 
Tomorrow will be the iast day the tarif, will 
be talked of in the halls of congress for a long 
time, perhaps for years. The senate took up 
the bill today, and when adjournment was 
reached, it was the understanding that it would 
be finally voted on tomorrow afternoon. The 
bill will pass, and go at ence to the president, 
but it will not pass by a strictly party vote, as 
it did before it went to conference. Senator 
Paddock, of Nebraska, who is bitterly opposed 
tothe duty of 7-10 cents on binding-twine, an- 
nounced today, in aringing speech against this 
feature of the bill, that he would not 
vote for the measure us long as it retained its 
present shape. Perhaps ene other far western 
senator might vote with the democrats, 
but their votes will amount to nothing, for the 
republicans have ten majority in the senate. 
Thus the bill will be in the hands of the presi- 
dent either tomorrow night or Wednesday 
morning, and the chances are that adjourn- 
ment will be had on VW e:inesday or Thursday 
at the outside.

ex-slayes. 

Miller is said to have introduced this bill be- 
cause certain old negroes, who know some- 
thing about his family history, have come 
forward and made the statement that heis 
not a negro at all, but if a white man 
without a drop of negro blood in his 
veins. They say he is of Spanish ancestry,and 
is simply masquerading asa negro. Miller de- 
nies tliis, stating that while he is sixty-three 
paris white, he is one part black, and under 
the socia! Jaws of this country is consequently 
anegro. Tolook at the man, one could ‘not 
tell that he was a negro. Ho bears no resem- 
blance whatever to his race. He is smart 
enough, however, to make himself solid with 
his negro constituents by intreducing such bills 
as that of today. He also introd:ced another 
bill appropriating $259,000 for the erection ofa 
monument to the negro soldiers in the late 
war.

SPEECHES IN THE SENATE 


On the Conference Reports on the Defi- 
ciency and Tariff Bills. 

WASHINGTON, September 29.—Mr. Ingalls, by 
request, introduced a bill to provide for the pay- 
ment of arrears of pensions on appiications filed 
since the first of July, 1880. Referred. 

The conference report on the deficiency bill was 
presented by Mr. Hale. 

The report having been read, Mr. Dawes in- 
quired what disposition would be made of the 
French spoliation clafms. 

Mr. Hale replied that the house conferees had 
some from that body. After an earnest and ani- 
ymated contest on the subject, and after the house 
having by @yc. aad nay vote refused to agree to 
the senate amendment, the conferees had found 
the house conferees very determined, firm in their 
attitude, and refusing, under any circumstances, 
to agree to a senate amendment to any proposi- 
tions modifying it. The senate conferees, there- 
fore, had been compelied to yield to the position 
taken by the house. He(Mr. Hale) did not, by 
any means, consider the matter closed or ended.

THE TARIFF BILL. 

The conference report on the tariff billl was 
presented and read at length. Mr, Aldrich said 
that the conference report and bill as modified by 
it were printed; and he did not deem any further 
explanation of its provisions necessary. He hoped 
the senate would be able to reach a vote on the 
report atan early hour this afternoon. He had 
no knowledge of the intention of senaters on the 
other side of the chamber in regard to debate, 
but he was aware of the anxiety of senators on 
both sides to arrive at an early conclusion of the 
business of the session, and with that object in 
view he should ask for a vote as soon as it could 
possibly be had. 

BENATOR MORGAN’S REMARKS, 

Mr. Morgan said the tariff bill, as manipulated 
by the republican conferees of both houses, had 
many new features which neither the house nor 
the senate hal voted upon; but it was impossible 
to go into a discussion of the changes. They were 
all of real importance to the people, but parlia- 
mentary law, applicable tothe present stage of 
the bill, denied to the senators the privilege of a 
separate vote on any one of the numerous changes. 
It was a bolus that had to be swallowed 
whole or to be rejected. All that could be done 
was to discuss, in a2 general way, the principles on 
which the measure was founded. The only great 
leading principle of the bill was the higher taxa- 
tion of the people and greater protits. to those en- 
gaged in manufactures. 

Inthe eiriy part of his speech, Mr. Morgan 
commented upon some remarks made by Mr. 
Hiscock during the tariff del ate, reflecting upon 
the south anil southern senators, and said that it 
was hot the state of New York thatsent that sen- 
ator to the senate, but perrymandering. He, Mr. 
Hiscock, was a child of gerrymander. The 
language of his diatribe, Mr. Morgan said, was in 
good New York style. The soul of the senator 
had sat before a mirror when he drew that picture. 
itd d not show what southern men had done, but 
it retlected what would have been the senator’s 
conduct and feelings if he had suffered what they 
had becn compclled to suffer. The south was 
merely a mute victim of the tariff bil. 

At the close of Mr. Moran's speech, Mr, 
Aidrich called fora vote on the conference re- 
port. Mr. Cockrell suzgested that before voting 
on the report, the senator from Rhode Island 
would condescend to give the senate some in- 
formation as to the changes which the conference 
report made in the bill, Those changes, he under- 
stood, involve millions of dollars; and yet not 
one solitary explanation had been given to the 
senate or to the country about them. It was the 
same process that had been adopted when the bill 
firstcame before the senate. Senators on the 
other side refused at first to reply to the remarks 
of senators en the democratic side, but fina!ly 
half of the time of the discussion had been occu- 
pied by the republican senators. The senate was 
entitied to have some explanation of the confer- 
ence re@port made, and any attempt to force a vote 
without such explanation was neither just, nor 
fair, nor right. 

ALDRICH ANXIOUS FOR THE VOTE. 

Mr. Aldricu said that he did not desire to force 
a vote on the question if any senator desired to 
speak on it, but there were no apparent indica- 
tions that any senator did so desire. He had 
nothing to say except to express a dasire and dis- 
position to have the termination of the matter 
reached at the carlhest possible moment. But if 
senators on the other side would indicate a time 
when a vote might be taken, they would be met 
with every liberality on his side of the chamber. 

Mr. Cockrell said that Mr. Carlisle desired to be 
heard on the question, but was somewhat indis- 
1} O°ed today. 

Mr. Aldrich was quite willing to have Mr. Car- 
jisle’s remarks postponed tiil tomorrow, if some 
time tomorrow could be fixed for a vote. 

Mr. Cariiste said that it seemed to be expected 
that, having been a member of the conference 
comniittec, of the finance coimittee and of the 
ways and neans conimittee, he would say some- 
thing befere the uebate closed, and he expected 
todos but he was suffering somewhat from a 
cold today, and would prefer to speak tomorrow.

A SPEECH BY SHERMAN. 

Mr. Shermanaddressed the senate in general 
defense and advocacy of the principle of protec- 
tion, and then coining back to a discussion of the 
bill itself, he gave it as hisopinion that some of 
its provisions were too high, while some were too 
low. Hethought that he could make it better 
than it was, but he admitted the impossibility of 
framing a measure that would suit every interest. 
He believed that the new law would be a beacon 
of prosperity to the whole country. He looked 
upon it as one that was fair and just toall sections 
end that would be more beneiicial to the south 
than to the people of the north. 

As tothe reciprocity feature of the bill, there 
was nothing new in the idea of reciprocity. It 
had been before the ccuntry since the Canadian 
reciprocity treaty of 1854. As tothe sugar ques- 
tion, he would, if he bad had his way, have given 
the people the benefit of free sugar up to No. 20 
Dutch standard,in the belief that some of the 
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higher grades would enter into consumption with- | 


out having passed through refineries. It had 
finally been agreed upon, however, that sugar 
would be free up to No. 16, and that duty beyond 
that grade would be half a cent per pound. If he 
had had his way he wouid have taken off one- 
half cent and given to the consumer the benefit of 
free sugar. As to binder twine, he had 
feli that the manufacturers had _ probably 
taken advantage of their opportunity and de- 
manded grossly } unreasonable TiCes ; 
but they had done very much as other human 
beings did, even as the farmers did, taking ad- 
vantage of high market prices. He had never 
known afarmerto refuse $2 a bushel for his 
wheat, if he could get it. 

In conclusion, Mr. Sherman expressed the hope 


-fhat manufacturers would ayoid these contracts 


and trusts that gave popular discontent, and that, 
on the contrary, they would invite fair competi- 
tion, and give to the people the benefits of com- 
petition and of cheaper production. If they did 
not do :o, he would be as ready to vote 
for the repeal of the law as he now was to vote for 
its passage. 

Mr. Paddock next addressed the senate, with- 
out malice towards any one, but constrained by a 
sense of duty to the stateand section which he 
represented, he would vote against the conference 
report. Ifit was purely a political question, he 
should cheerfully accept the judgment of the ma- 
jority of his party associates, but he could not 
consider this great economic problem as oné en- 
tirely political in its nature, affecting, as it did, 
interests most vital to his immediate constitu- 
ency and the entire west. He should not attempt 
to state in detail his objections to the report, but 
should draw particular attention to the action of 
the commission upon the sugar schedule 
and its relation to other protected 
interests in the bill. He coud 
not see the benefits which would accrue tothe 
people by the sweeping away of imposts on sugar 
when measured in connection with losses sus- 
tained by them through increases in duties on 
many other articles essential to life. Desirabe as 
free sugar was, when secured at the expense of 
dearer clothing, dearer tin plate, dearer earthen- 
ware, dearer cutlery and so on, it did not relieve 
the debit side of the account forthe poor. In ad- 
dition, when it had proved an obstruction to the 
development of the manufacture of sugar by the 
west to the commanding of reciprocal trade with 
other nations, it seemed to him ill-timed and un- 
wise, The subject was a business one, and asa 
business man, representing a business constitu- 
ency, he felt justified in expressing his approval 
or disapproval in respect to the tariff. biil and in 
voicing that approval or disapproval by public 
utterance and by a legislative vote. 

The conference report was laid aside informally, 
without action. .

THE TRAGIC DEATH OF RICHARD 
LEE M’CLAIN, 


He Was Conscious that Death Was Coming 
to Him—The Perils of a Fireman's 
Life—Thought of His Parents.

HIS SHORT LIFE. 

R. Li. McClain was twenty-five'years old the 
25th of September. He was born and raised in 
Catoosa county, threo miles northwest of Tun- 
né!] Hill, near Copeland’s crossing. He wasa 
sing!6 mah, and made his home with his father 
and mother. He hasthree brothers running 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad—C. W. 
McClain, W. W. McClainand D. C. McClain— 
allfiremen. C. W. McClain wasin Atlanta, 
and was at the scene a few hours after it o0- 
eurred. The other brothers came down and 
accompanied the rémains home, and he was 
Buried at Tunnell Hill. His funeral was 
preached in the Baptist church by Rev. T. R. 
Hardin. 

R. L. McClain was a member of the Baptist 
church for about ten years, and 
had been at home just the week 
before he wa’ killed, and frequently spoke of 
his present and future welfare, and told them 
he was (living better and wanted to live a 
Christian. Just one week ago he sought the 
preacher, Rev. Hardin, and talked with him 
about his condicion, and just before leaving 
the fatal night, was talking to his brother 
about his mother and father and all of his re- 
lations. He was devoted tohis parents and 
contributed very much to their comforts, and 
never passed without giving them a signal, 
either day or night. He was kind-hearted and 
generous and had many friends. He leaves 
an aged father and mother, eight, brothers 
and four sisters and many friends to mourn 
his loss. 

A Pathetic Story. 

The Brunswick, Ga., Times has this: 

‘The Western and Atiantic train left the track 
last nicht at McIvor’s, and Richard McClain, fire- 
man, was killed.”’ 

That was the message, almost brutal in its brev- 
ity, that was flashed over the wires from Atlanta 
to The Times iast Friday night. He was only a 
fireman, of small consequence to this matter-of- 
fact world, with its rush and bustle, and soa three- 
line item in the morning papers was his obituary. 

But back of this bare notice of McClain’s death 
is one of the most pathetic storiesin the history 
of rafiroad accidents in Georgia. The dead man 
had a mother and family who lived in tbe valley of 
the famous Chickamauga, and about them centers 
the pathos of the story. But iet Engineer Adam- 
son, who stood weeping by the body of his friend, 
tell it: 

“He was a good boy,” he said, “one of . the bést- 
hearted men in the world; and he loved his family 
so. Every night when he would run by his hqmo 
his mother would put out a light to let him know 
Siat all was well and he would answer with a 
light. Last night she may have watched all 
night, for he didn’t pass, and no doubt she was 
troubled with the tuought that something was 
wrong.”

While the faithful mother, with her lamp of 
love aflame, was straining her eyes through the 
darkness of the night to catcha gleam of the 
fiashing headlight that announced ‘‘Ail’s well’’ 
with her son, that son was stark in death. 

“The eyes that had watched forthe light in the 
window that told of the safety of mother and 
kindred were glazed by death. No more would 
they strain through the dusk of the valley for the 
red ray which conveyed to him a message of love 
from home. 

Richard was dead by the track! 

The loving mother, what of her? 

Through the dark watches she waited at the 
window, in her hand the beacon that assured 
—™ of the well-being of the jewels of his 
‘heart.

“Richardis late tonight,’’ thought the loving 
woman, ‘but ll wait awhile longer.

OUT AT THE TECH. HOW IS YOUR CHILD? 


WEW STUDENTS STANDING THE EN- 
TRANCE EXAMINATIONS. 


They Say It Is Tough, but Nearly All Will 
Pass—The Scenes in the Machine 
Shops—Still Coming In. 


Things are lively once more out at the Tech- 
‘ological school. 

Yesterday the doors of this youthful but 
prosperous Georgia college were thrown wide 
open, and the work of examining the new 
students was taken up by the professors in 
charge. 

It was, indeed, a stirring scene when the 
dozens of young men marched in .to take up 
*heir arduous duty. 

Boys of all sizes and various ages were there, 
hailing from every section of Georgia, and 
Jong before the great bell chimed out its sum- 
mons for the students to assemble at the 
campus, there Were flocks of them gathered on 
the granite steps of the main building, or here 
and there under the trees of the campus. 

The young manhood of Georgia was cer- 
tainly well represented there. 

When the door of the college chapel was 
thrown open for the examinations, there 
were about fifty new comers to apply for the 
questions mapped out for them. 

THE EXAMINATION ROOM, 
he examinations held yesterday were only 
for those applying for entrance into the ap- 
prentice classes, and the questions were on 
English and mathematics. 

The young men knuckled down to _ their 
work with a hopeful and hearty zest, and 
worked like Trojans from 9 o’clock in the 
morning until night,some of them not leaving 
the room until an hour so late that darkness 
prevented the continuation of their labors. 

The examination was held in the chapel, and 
will be continued today in the same place, the 
branches to be gone over being geography and 
liistory. 

Today will finish the examinations, and the 
school will open in regular session tomorrow. 
THEY SAID IT WAS TOUGH. 

There was a moan of discontentment among 
the festive students yesterday when they found 
out what the examinations really meant. 

Some of them gave up in hopeless despair 
about noon and came out of the room with 
forlorn and feverish faces, while their pulses 
beat with fearfully rapid thumps. 

‘*‘T just know I’ve busted,”’ said one of these 
disgusted young fellows as h&came down the 
granite steps about 3 o’clock, asking for the 
nearest place to get his dinner. 

“What’s the matter with 
asked one of the old men.’’ 

‘The dinged thing is lightning!’ was the 
brief but expressive reply. 

One of the boys said that fully fifteen new 
men had gone in, looked at the examination 
questions, and come out again without stand- 
ing it atall, saying they hadn’t the ghost of a 
chance, and there was no use to try. 

Professor Charles Lane, who fo charge of 
the examination, explained that it was neces- 
sary to retain the high standard of the school 
to make the entrance examinations pretty 
rigid. 

“Last year,’’ said he, ‘‘there were fully fifteen 
men who failed to pass the examinations, and 
hence were refused admittance into the ses- 
sion. We will no doubt have some to fail 
this term, but so farasI can judge, I think 
there will be but few. Most of the young men 
appear to be pretty well advanced, and have 
worked with avim on the examinations.” 

THE SHOPS WERE HUMMING. 

Everything was life in the shops yesterday. 

The great engine that manipulates the 
whole machinery moved off with a newness of 
power, and the many wheels and spindles on 
every floor kept up a merry din. 

The students in the shops put on their ga 
and gaudy ‘‘over-alls’” once more, and wit 
‘their nobby little capson the back of their 
heads, seemed glad, indeed, to go back to busy 
life again. 

Some were at work in the foundry where the 
heavy manufacturing is done. Other were 
bending over buzzing lathes in the wood shops 
on the second story, while the machinery hall 
was alive with the lusty voices of others, 
mingled with the noise of spinning saws, and 
screeching files. 

Here, certainly, is a school for the boys of 
Georgia today—a place to learn a trade. 

THE FACULTY THIS TERM. 

The same faculty will have charge of the 
school this as managed it last term, and 
under the splendid guidance that has thus far 
made it so successful, the Georgia School of 
Technology will continue to win golden opin- 
ions and build itself up. 

The faculty is composed of the following in- 
structors: 

Isaac S. Hopkins, Ph. D., D. D., president 
and professor of physics; Lyman Hall, West 
Point, professor of mathematics ; Rev. Charles 
Lane, A. M., professor of English language 
and literature; William H. Binerson, Ph. D., 
professor of chemistry ; a ee: Coon, M. E., 
professor of mechanical engineering and 
drawing; W. F. Cole, B. 8., superintendent 
of shops; D. B. Oviatt, M. E., adjunct 
professor of drawing; IF. O. Spain, (S. i Be 
A.,) adjunct professor of mathematics.

THE STUDENTS’ PUBLICATION. 

The members ofthe Young Men’s Christian 
Association out at the school have issued a 
unique little handbook for the benefit of the 
new students, which contains much interest- 
ing news about the school. 

Among its many sayings, are the following 


instructions to new boys: 

When the bell is rung, walkin quietly, without 
knocking, and take any vacant seat, when the ex- 
amination papers will handed to you. After 
finishing your examination, you are free until the 
hour for your next examination, of which you will 
be notified. All students are required to attend 

worship at some church on the Sabbath. 
‘ Do not be afraid of hazing; nothing of the kind 
is practiced here. 
fou are given free access to the shops during 
the first few days of the term until things get into 
good running order. 

You are marked on the scale of 100. A per cent 
of 50 is required in each individual study in order 
to pass, but the student also has to obtain a gen- 
eral average of 60 in his studies. A student fail- 
ing in only one study may be conditioned and re- 

uired to pass another examinationin such study. - 
f successiul in this, he is allowed to hold his po- 
Sition in school. 
Notes on the Campus. 
There will be more than 150 students in the 


school. 

There are but two secret societies at the 
“Tech,” the Alpha Tau Omega and the Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon. These have prosperous chap- 
ters here, and the men are working vigorously 
to pull in new members. 

In the machinery hall, is a handsome brass 
slab bearing the name ‘‘Henry W. Grady,” 
which was made by the boys to be placed on 
the exposition engine. 

There are many buys in the shops who have 
made handsome salaries during the summer, 
turning out castings, models, etc.

Trouble Over the Lottery Law. 

The lottery law is causing no end of 
trouble to the uniniated, and the wantonly 
perverse. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat states 
that many of its exchanges are still publish- 
ing the advertisement of the lottery com- 
pany, and seem either not to know, or not 
to care for the law. 

_Onthe other hand, it is said that. the 
Louisiana Lottery Company will endeavor 
to have its advertisements printed in a Ca- 
nadian paper, copies of which will be sent 
to certain persons in the United States under 
the postal union treaty. But this, though a 
clever scheme in its way,.would not be per- 
mitted. 

There is more trouble in Alabama over 
this lottery business than in any other state. 
As stated in a dispatch yesterday, nearly all 
‘the weekly editors over there have laid them- 
selves liable by not keeping up with the 
news. They published the lottery advertise- 
‘ment last week, through ignorance of the 
law, and are now in its clutches. 

We must say for the Georgia editors, how- 
ever, that they are keeping their columns 
clean of the faintest suspicion of lottery lit- 
erature. Wehave only received one ex- 
change whose editor was caught napping. 
He printed the lottery advertisement, but 
discovered his mistake before his edition 
reached the postoffice; so the paper came to 
us with the lottery under a cloud—of blank 
paper which was pasted over it. As his paper 
has a large circulation, and he had to use his 
paste pot onevery copy, he must have found 
it necessary to call the whole town to his as- 
sistance. 

We must abide by the law in this matter; 
but it is a moving spectacle—this muzzling 
of the noble weekly press of Alabama, the 
arrest of the hard-worked editors, and the 
confiscation of their many bright and elabo- 
rate editions by the relentless authorities! 
They sinned unconsciously, and we move 
that they be allowed to proceed against de- 
linquents as usual, and continue to enlighten 
the country through the medium of the in- 
. vulnerable hand press. 


A Change of Base. 

We are glad to note the fact that our es- 
teemed contemporary, The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, is ‘‘coming round.’’ | It has al- 
ways expressed a lively interest in the south 
and southern affairs, but unfortunately this 
interest has been of a partisan nature—alto- 
gether a one-sided affair. 

Our contemporary has been cutting at us 
for a number of years, and cracking its edi- 
torial whip most unmercifully, and we may 
add, wnjustly. It has abused the south from 
Dan to Beersheba, and then back again; has 
suggested impossibilities and advocated the 
wildest schemes in the interest of southern 
republieaniem. 

But now a change comes o’er the spirit of 
its dream, and it talks in a different strain.

white people are concerned, and there can be no 
republican party in the south upon any other con- 
dition, whatever laws may be passed, or whatever 
acta of discipline and compulsion may be in- 


Ithas taken The Globe-Democrat some 
time to reach these conclusions, but, though 
the admission comes late in the day, itshows 
that our contemporary has been studying the 
situation, and that It is at last traveling on 
the right line. The only hope of the south 
is in white supremacy, And, strange to say, 
it is not only advocated by white democrats 
and republicans alike, but by the intelligent 
negroes themselves—the men who are re- 
garded as leaders of their race in the south. 

We commend the course of The Globe- 
Democrat to republican editors everywhere. 
There is no use in people shutting their eyes 
to facts and blindly advoeating measures that 
they can not ebtain. Let them accept the 
situation as the best the south ean do; let 
them understand that republicans and dem- 
ocrats are of one mind on this common ques-

Those who 
are really hungry have only to step in a side 
door to find their terrapin stew waiting for 
them, and if, like Mr, McAllister, they have 
what is known in France as the ‘‘ongtray,’’ 
they are just as happy as they can be. 

We believe, of course, that Mr. McAllister 
is all right. We believe, too, that Mr. Abbey 
knows his business. If these too gentlemen 
were to get together in a performance of 
some kind, such as could be arranged behind 
the scenes, a great sensation could be cre- 
ated. If there is anything the people of this 
country are interested in it is society. It is 
in all respects the biggest subject that has 
ever engaged the attention of the profes- 
sionals. 

There is no doubt that Mr. McAllister 
understands ail about it, and he will be en- 
abled to give forth some information that 
will be worth much more to the public at 
large than the paltry $50,009 which Mr. 
Abbey proposes to pay him. The trouble 
about society is its vagueness—its bigness.

The Clayton Candidate Makes a Speecch,: 
Which Is Welt Received—Mr. 
Murphy Makes a Tatk. 


The Todd rally in the basement of the court- 
house last night was attended by 400 to 500 of 
the Clayton county gentleman’s friends and 
supporters. 

Speeches were made by Mr. Todd and Mr. 
Azmon Murphy. 

Mr. Frank Arnold, who was elected chair- 
man of the executive committee of the district, 
created by Cobb and Clayton county, called 
the meeting to order and introduced Mr. Todd. 

Just before the meeting was called toe order, 
a large tin can, filled with buttermilk was 
placed upon the speaker’s stand. 

The can was greeted with lond applause. 

In introducing Mr. Todd, Mr. Arnold said 
he did so as the chairman of the senatorial ex- 
ecutive committee of the thirty-fifth district. 

‘Tt has been said,’’ remarked Mr. Arnold, 
‘that Mr. Todd is a hard man to find, bat heis 
here now and will speak for himself. It has 
been charged by Mr. Venable that he is as sim- 
ple as a child, and yet when 
that simple child challenged Mr. 
Venable to meet him on the stump and dis- 
cuss the issues of the campaign, Mr. Venable 
declined to do so, saying that he did not have 
the time. And yet Mr. Venable has time to 
organize his headquarters, secure his strikers, 
and go to work to try to boat the regular nomi- 
nee of the party. That is-what I call bluffing, 
and is in keeping with Mr. Venable’s record.’’

* T do sell milk,” he continued, “but just 
now I come before you asthe nominee of the 
democratic party of the _ thirty-fifth 
senatorial convention. I am not here to 
deal in frivolities, neither am I here to say 
anything unkind of anyone. I hope, too, that 
none of you have come to see what kind of a 
speech I shall make, but that you have come 
to listen to the reasons I shall give you for 
casting your vote for me next Wednesday. I 
shall not preach you a sermon, neither shall I 
solemnize you too much, but I must say 
to you that I think there is too much 
looseness in thé way we cast our votes at pres- 
ent. Voting is something every one should 
consider well beforehand, as upon a vote not 
only hisown welfare but that of his family 
may depend. 

“Wecan’tall go to the. legislature to at- 
tend to our own personal interests, so we send 
men there to legislate for us. This 
duty is a responsible one, and 
the voter’s responsibility is great because 
the representatives should be faithful alike to 
the high and the low, the rich andthe poor. 

“By the rotary system this was Clayton’s 
time tc select the senator and this was ad- 
mitted by a mass meeting of this county in 
this courthouse, which I am told was as large 
& mass meeting as the county has ever had. 
The people then elected delegates 
to the senatorial convention and 


instructed them to vote for Clayton county’s 


man. After thus recording themselves for 
Clayton’s man, you will certainly agree with 
me when I say that these people should cer- 
tainly take Clayton’s nominee. Certainly when 
your mass meeting instructed for Clayton’s 
choice you should not try to make that choice 
for Clayton. 

I was before the democratic convention in 
Clayton, and one of the largest the county 
ever had, and I asked that gentleman for 
whom your sy mgt was instructed to run 
with me, but he refused.

He made a few 
pleasant remarks concerning the membership 
of the society, urging that the young people 
should take amore active part in it. 

*“For,”’ said he, ‘‘all things depend upon the 
youth of this earth, not only in nature, but in 
grace. They are the hope of the church, 
as they are the mainstay and” sup- 
port of society. When then they 
come under the name of Catholic Knights, in 
their hands lies the powor for Wonderful good. 
The very fact that they are eligible to such 
knighthood is assurance that they aro high- 
toned gentlemen, high and noble Christians in 
all the many senses implied in that word 
They are imbued with the true spirit of chari.

Father Keiley followed Bishop Becker. 

He was surprised, he said, at being called 
upon to speak, and by way of beginning re- 
lated a pleasant little story which he had been 
told by one of a party of bishops who had 
come this way just after the late war.

Keiley, ‘‘in Tennessee, at the place where 
General Rosencrans’s army was encountered. 
The general and his soldiers had gotten along 
most pleasantly with the people of the town, 
and when he was preparing to leave with his 
army, the city fathers extended him a vote of 
thanks for the kindness and consideration he 
had always shown them. In addition to thisa 
goblet was presented the general. <A promi- 
nent lawyer was selected to make the presenta- 
tion speech and at the appointed time he arose 
with the goblet in his hand 
it. But he could -absolutely think 
of nothing to say, although he had prepared a 
neat speech for the occasion. After stammer- 
ing awkwardly some moments, the lawyer 
diurted out:

Father Keiley said that while he was not a 
Knight himself, he was very much gratified to 
learn of the prosperity of the order.

Mr. Moran said the 
order of Catholic knighthood had existed for 
two thousand years, and that there was nota 
grander or more nobler figure in the histery of 
the world than that of the Catholic Knight. 
Where could the like of the Catholic Knight 
of old for zealous fidelity and willing sacrifice 
ve found ? 

Mr. Moran drew a glowing picture of the 
martyrs of the Coliseum and of the victors who 
followed Constantine. He pictured the Catholic 
Knight of old on his way to the Holy Land 
to subdue the infidels, and said the spirit that 
animated them‘had made men great—made 
them the champions of liberty everywhere on 
down to the present era. The Catholic barons, 
under Stephen Langton, foreed the magna 
charta from King John, which is today the 
charter of our liberties.

THE ENGINEERS OF THE G.,C. AND N. 
ARE HERE. 


The Final Survey Is Being Made and the Con- 
tracts Let to the Graders—Grading 
Within Thirty Miles of Here. 


The G. C. and N. is coming— 

Meaning the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
railroad. : 

The. corps’ of engineers on the Atlanta di- 
vision of the engineering force arrived in At- 
lanta last night and registered at the Kimball 
house. 

They wili be in the city for several days and 
will take up the work of the survey from At- 
lanta back to Lawrenceville where the graders 
are now at work. 

Among the Atlanta division of engineers 
are Messrs. J. W. Baker, W. A. McCalla, T. 
F. Ryonand N. T. Jones, who are in the city 
today. - 

Itis not definitely known that they have 
come to fix the final survey into the city 
limits, but the chances are that they have, and 
this is the interesting part of their presence in 
Atlanta.

“Tam unfamiliar with any feature of the 
work except the engineering portion, and am 
not at liberty just now to say anything about 
that for publication.” . 

“Where are the graders at work now?” he 
was asked. 

“They are strung out all along the roate, 
here and there, from the Savannah river to 
within twenty-five miles of Atlanta. Some 
are at work around Elberton, some in Madison 
county, some at Athens, anda large force is 
now on @ contract beginning the other side of 
Lawrenceville, and coming about five miles 
this side of that town. 

‘The contractors are pushing the grading this 
Way most rapidly, and from what I have 
heard all along the line the work is fairly 
sweeping down the line that the engineers 
have made with their chain and compass.” 

THE ROAD IS HUMMING. 

This will be one of Atlanta’s greatest roads 
when finished. 

It it an air-line from Atlanta through the 
most fertile section of the Carolinas to 
Monroe, N. C., and on to Norfolk, Va. 

It will be a popular trunk line through to 
the metropolitan cities of the northeast, and 
will, at the same time, have many ad vantages 
of a local road. 

Bringing the trade of the many growing and 
outstretching towns and cities along its route 
through Georgia and South Carolina to At- 
lanta, it will bea great feeder to the Gate 


ity. 

It will not be many months before it will be 
running trains over its entire route to Atlanta. 
Trains are already running to a point in South 
Carolina not many miles from the Savannah, 
and the grading is soon to be completed to 
Athens ready for the iron. 

Genera! Hake, president of the road, has had 
his headquarters in Athens for several weeks, 
supervising the general business of the road on 
the Georgia side of the Savannah. 

In a recent interview he is quoted as saying 
trains would be running to Elberton before 
spring, and that means that they will in a very 
short while afterwards reach Atlanta, the road- 

being steadily completed as the grading 
proceeds.
